1 . Examiner was contacted by Michael Leonard on 04 February 2008 in response to 
Advisory Action being mailed 24 January 2008, wherein the client's decided to precede with 
claims allowed in Final Office Action mailed 1 1 September 2007. Discussion concerning 
withdrawn claims 1-8, 10, 11, 20, 25, 26, 31, 34, 35, 50 and 51 were raised, examiner indicated 
that: claims 1-8, 50 and 51 have claim limitations that can be rejected based on prior art; claims 
10, 1 1, 20 depend from rejected claims (independent claims 9 and 19), and therefore would not 
place application in condition for allowance, if not cancelled. Claims 25, 26, 31, 34, 35 were 
indicated to be in condition to be rejoined based on dependency to allowable generic claim(s). In 
response Amendment After Final canceling claims 1-14, 17-22, 25-26, 31, 34, 35, 50 and 51 has 
been filed 1 1 February 2008, by Michael Badagliacca, therefore application is now in condition 
for allowance.
